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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following communication is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 22 
November 2004. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are currently amended. Claim 5 is previously presented. Claims 2, 4, 6, 
and 7 are cancelled. Therefore Claims 1, 3 and 5 are pending. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants arguments filed 22 November 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive as discussed below. Therefore, claims 1, 3 and 5 remain rejected as stated in the 
previous office action, mailed 09 November 2004 ; and Applicant's request for allowance is 
respectfully declined. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



5. Claims 1 , 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Motoyama, 
U.S. Patent 5,913,202. 

Claims 1, 3 and 5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Motoyama, U.S. Patent 5,913,202 as stated in the previous office action, mailed 09 November 
2004. Regarding claim 1, Applicant contests that Motoyama fails to teach "a client computer 
directly notifying a financial institution server to send asset information to a unified asset 
management server." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As the Applicant mentions, 
Motoyama teaches that the financial information intermediary system, which performs the 
functions of the unified asset manager server in the present application, can be realized as an 
integral part of each client terminal (column 4, lines 53-58). Therefore, if the financial delivery 
computer is part of the client terminal and any request flowing from the financial delivery 
computer to a financial institution server is also flowing directly from the client terminal to the 
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financial intuition server due to their ability to be arranged as part of one another. Applicant is 
reminded that claims must be given the broadest reasonable interpretation In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 
1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed Cir. 2000). 

Applicant further contests that that Motoyama fails to teach that the said financial 
institution server provides authentication when said unified asset management server is the 
server specified in the notification from said client computer. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees, to report and present account balance, a client is prompted to enter his/her electronic 
signature and public key information for client authentication and security purposes (column 9, 
lines 18-30). This step of authentication during report and presentation of account balance is 
performed at Step S6 and is performed by the financial institution server in response to a fund 
request allocation from the financial delivery computer (Figure 4). 

Claim 3 is amended in a similar manner to that of claim 1 and therefore the reasons for 
rejections follow a similar pattern as discussed above for claim 1 . Claim 5 is dependent upon 
claim 1 and remains rejected based upon dependency. Therefore claims 1, 3 and 5 remain 
rejected and Applicant's request for allowance is respectfully declined.
